We copy the closing portion of his letter in which 

he sets forth the benefits of this restrictive policy; 


If the majority favorable to the policy built up 
with our Governmant will unite, accept the issue 
tendered by the Administration and make the re- 
peal of the repealing clause of the Kansas act 
paramount in the impending contest for the Presi- 
dency, all will be restored that has been lust to the 
free institutions, by opening the Territories North 
and Svuth to slavery. The Compromises of 
1820 and 1850 being restored, there will not be an 
inch of the territory of the United States, once ex- 
empt from slavery,on which it can legally intrude; 
and Mr. Atehison’s attempt by an armed force to 
carry out the nullification slotted in the exucus 
which gave birth to the Kansas bill, will, like the 
attempt of his prototype, Mr. Calhoun, to gtve 
effect to South Carolina nullification, be paralyzed 
hy the frown of an indignant nation, made potent 
by an honest and firm Executive. 

And there will end the career of those gentle- 
men who arrogate to themselves the exclusive 
tutelage of the Democracy of the country, as end- 
ed thatof Mr. Calhoun and his proselytes, who 
wok the peculiir charge of the “State Rights’ 
party. They sank, under the universal conviction 
that their zeal fur State rights was an ardent pus- 
sion to reach political power, at the hazzard of 
extinguishing in the blood of the people the wise 
sod free institutions it had cust so much to es- 
wilish.

NARRATIVE OF _ FREE STATE 





We copy the following fromthe Chicago Tribune 
the editor uf which obtained the facts from Mr. J. 
U. Parsons, formerly of Barnstable Massachusetts. 
lie left Lawrence on the 3d inst., and proceeded 
to Chiengo. Lis narrative is thus given: 

At Lawreice seven hundred men were under 
arms, and being daily drilled by Gen, Lane, who 
has been elected to the chief command. They 
are in myMentary expectation of an attack from 
the Missourians who are encamped or the Waka- 
rusa creek, seven miles below, and who are hourly 
receiving accessions to their numbers. ht 

The Lawrence men are armed with Sharp’s rifes 
and Colt’s revolvers, and will resist to the last 
every attempt to compe! them to abandon the posi- 
tion that they have taken. They are there with 
their wives and little ones, wishing peace, and 
dreading atack ; but every man resolved to dic, if 
he must in defence of home. The spirit of Bunker 
Hill and Lexington is at last aroused ; and wo be 
to himor them, who would trample it under foot. 
It resisted once, and will resist again. 

The men encamped or the Wakarusa are Mis-, 
sourians who did not pretend even to citizenship 
in Kansas. Itis said that they will attempt to 
earry out the threats that have been heretoforemade 
—burn Lawrence and drive the Free State men 
from the Territory. They are mounted and armed 
with rifles, and are inereasivg in number as rein-| 
forcements come in from the adjoining counties in 
Missouri. 

On the day that Mr. Parsons left Lawrence, he 
encamped for the night near their position and 
there learned that they numbered about 300 rifes | 
and two or more field pieces. On the second day 
he meta detachment of 110 more, just from Mis-, 
souri, with arms, baggage wagons and army stones. 
These had not yet crossed the Indian Reserve be- 
tween the Missouri frontier and the settled parts of 
the Territrry, showing clearly whence they came. 
The next day, he met @ squad of 75, with three 
pieces of brass artillery, obtained by breaking 
Arsenain Clay county; these had not yet 
crossed the Missouri line ; but were making hg 
way to the seat of war, vowing, ip border sty aq 
severest punishment to the Yankees and — 
tionists against whom they were oe 3 
were maddened with drink and furious With rage, 
and will do mischief to others while they bring 
destruction upon themselves !

This proves that the Depart-
